to have been for the Benefit of Miss Jennie Gourlay. Polkinhorn 
stopped the press which was printing the bills, made the change in 
the form, and printed the remainder of the bills with the stanza in- 
serted, and not desiring to lose those printed without the stanza, he 
included them in those sent to the theatre, and both kinds were used 
that night."—/.
